NINETY YEARS OF PROGRESS. 


General Francis A. Walker, the ac- 
complished Superintendent of the 
Census, has presented, in a° recent 
number of Century magazine, an 
excellent and instructive general re- 
view of his great work, in adyance of 
the appearance of the bound volumes. 
"He has traced in a remarkably inter- 
esting manner the territorial and 
population growth of the United States 
since 1790. Ninety-two years in the 
life of a nation is a short span—a 
mere beginning of its years of state- 
hood. Considering this fact, the re- 
sults accomplished*in American de- 
velopment during that time are won- 
derful. They arrest attention and 
excite admiration by their vastness. 

Starting with a strip of territory in- 
cluded by seventeen degrees of lati- 
tude, and extending to the Mississippi 
Fiver, the Republic contained in 1790 
820,000 square miles, with a popula- 
ition of 3,929,214. Then there were 
4.9 inhabitants to the square mile. The 
same total would to-day furnish 1.3 
inhabitants to every square mile of our 
territory. The Nation then boasted of 
Six cities having a population of 8000 
ormore. Agriculture and fisheries oc- 
cupied the main attention of the peo- 
ple, and foreign trade was of the must 
limited character. Cotton was not ex- 
ported, and its position as king was 
not obtained until after the invention 
ofthe cotton gin. 

In the space of thirty years from 
1790, or at the census of 1820, Mr.

Any who understand the machinery 
and workings of deliberative and legis- 
lative bodies: need no instruction on 
this point. But the commonest mind, 

uninformed in this machinery, will 
very readily comprehend that which I 
aim to make clear, especially if the 
person has himself ever participated, 
as every adult citizen ought to partici- 
pate, in our ordinary party conventions. 

The first struggle in all such bodies is, 
as everybody 18 aware, to choose the 
presiding officer and control the organ- 
ization, inorder that the chairman so 
favored shall then in turn reward his 
supportcrs by appointments on the re- 
quired committees; and these commit- 
tees in greater or less degree manage 
the convention by due force of their 
submitted: plans and reports. Now, 
isn’t it the commonest thing in the 
world, the customary thing, the univer- 
sally expected thing, that. when one 
faction in a convention succeeds in the 


election of the chairman of its choice, 
the person so elected acknowledges the 
honor by selecting the committees 
mainly from that taction?  Itis the 
same in a State Legislature and in the 
Congress at Washington. In the apt 


Now, with this clear foundation un 
derstanding of the subject, let me go 
on further to illustrate the essential 
purpose of a people in electing repre- 
sentatives. ‘Publius’ is right in the 
spirit of his remarks wherein he calls 
attention to the fact that in early yeurs 
Senators and Kepresentatives were 
sent to Washington more to represent 
and uphold great cardinal principles, 
upon which the two great opposing 
parties differed than to advocate meas- 
ures or determine questions pcculiar | 
to the several States; whereas, now the 


chief duty of these most honored | — 


agents of the people of the States at the 
National Capitol is toflabor and leg- 
islate for the obtainment of whatever 
their respective States most require or 
demand atthe hands of the general 
government. As he says, the once 
mighty and vexed and exasperating 
subjects of State Rights,of slavery and 
of sectional character, in which great 
principles were involved, are no longer 
liviag issues. Refer to the old Niles 
Register, the National Debates, the Con- 
gressional Globe of the ante-war period, 
and you will tind athird of such vol- 
filled with the discus- 
sions of the giants and _ the 
pigmies of those days upon “the 
State of the Union.” They were the 
discussions upon the great underlying 
principles of the two historic parties, 
now known only in history, and there 
imperishably embalmed. But search 
the Congressional Record of our later 
days and you will find no such discus- 
sions, no kindred principles to be dis- 
cussed. This is the material age of 
American statesmanship. It is not 
principles, not men,’? which are 
discussed; they are men ‘and measures 
which we find discussed, which we 
ourselves, the people, discuss. 

The citizen who docs not fairly com- 
prehend this important change in the 
active working and regular manage- 
ment of the Government cannot vote 
intelligently, as every citizen should 
vote. It must be understood to enable 
voters to the proper exercise of that 
cherished and most precious function 
of the citizen. I know of no 
State in all the Union in which the 
full appreciation of this duty rests 
with so much force and responsibility 
upon the citizen as it rests upon him 
here in California. Figuratively, in 
her commanding position at so early a 
eriod of Statehood, she typifies the 
instant maturity Of Minerva from 
the brow of Jove; and in her vineyard 
wealth she illustrates the springing of 
Bacchus from the thigh of the King 
of Gods. Her material interests are 
her paramount interests. Surpassing- 
ly rich in all. the products of‘ her 
soil ; 
State and every land for the ‘treas¢ 
ures of her mineral lodes and veins’ 
famous as the modern Ophir, and be- 
coming every year more famous as the 
producer of the three chief staples of 
the commercial world—her wheat and 
wine and wool—and with even greater 
promise from her mines of iron and 
copper and coal, why ought not her 
aims be directed in the grander devel- 
opment of her material interests? But 
these are largely controlled by the two 
great questions of transportation and 
tariff. And the solution of these ques- 
tions rests with Congress. ~ 

It is to Congressional legislation we 
must mainly look for the protection 
and encvuuragement of these interests. 
The manufacture of our products of 


grapes into wives and brandy, and the 
other profitable uses of our multifari- 
ous products and deposits, require the 
fostering hand of the General Govern- 
ment. It is the first essential, on our 
own part, that we shall send to repre- 
sent us at Washington, in Congress 
and in all the departments of the Gov- 
ernment, the men best calculated for 
the onerous duty of» reseating 
our claims and urging,sheir satisfac- 
tion. Whe can do this?% Let us bring 
reason and ordinary comprehension of 
the whole subject to our aid in deter- 
mining this first important matter. It 
is already clear that the Congress next 
to assemble will be Republican in: 
both branches. The administration itself 
is thoroughly Republican,and so it must 
continue until March, 1883. Now, te
